5 If a bungalow is divided or let out in separate portions, the out-houses shall 
be proportionately occupied only by the occupiers’ servants whose names shall be 
forwarded to the Executive Officer by their employers. 


0. If the occupier of a bungalow or portion thereof, has more out-houses than 
he requires, the occupier or the owner shall not let on hire the vacant out-houses 
to any person without the praWPOS-sa nctton o f th e Cantonment Bosfd. 

7. A contravention of any of these bye-laws shall, on conviction by a Magistrate, 
be nunishable with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees, and, In the case 
of a continuing contravention, with an additional fine which may extend to twenty
